striking m idnight will 
sum m on 
the 
G raf Zeppelin to her greatest adven­ 
tu re tonight. 
D uring the first few m inutes of the 
new day, the largest airship in the 
world is scheduled to soar eastw ard 
from this naval air station on a trip 
around the world. 
In centuries to com e this journey 
m ay tak e its place alongside the ex­ 
plorations 
of 
the 
Phoenicians, 
th e 
old sortie of Colum busrand M agellan’s j 
groping 
progress 
w hich 
opened 
to I 
m ankind the sea lanes of the globe, 
j 
The G raf Zeppelin’s m ission is to 
pioneer a com m ercial air route from 
w est to east. 
Upon the reputation for 
air safety w hich is expected 
to 
be 
earned on this journey, Dr. H ugo Eck- 
ner hopes to found a regular trans- 
A tlantic airship service which, in tim e 
would develop connecting lines until 
th e entire w orld m ight be threaded 
w ith air lines. 
W ithin two years, E ck n er believes, 
his trans-A tlantic airship service will 
be realized. 
H e is sta rtin g his round 
trip journey here in order to a ttra c t 
attention of financiers in the w orld’ 
richest country. 
Delays in refueling the G raf were 
overcom e during the night hours w ith 
the prospect th a t her tan k s would be 
full well before tim e for departure. 
Storing of m ail, baggage and freight 
w as postponed until today. Thousands 
of pieces of m ail m atter have bona 
received here, w ith postage a t the ra its 
of $3.55 per ounce. The G raf’s greatest 
revenue com es from m ail and freight 
Passengers require attention, enter­ 
tainm ent and food, all of which is ex 
pensive. 
Even when they pay $9,000 
for pasage, as on this trip, Dj\ Eckner 
would prefer other cargo. 
The G raf is un d ertak in g 
a 
21,000- 
mile flight w ith stops 
a t 
Friedrich- 
shafen, G erm any; Tokio and Los A n­ 
geles en route back to this han g ar 
Betw een 50 and 70 h o u rs-are allotted 
to the flight across the A tlantic to 
Germ any. 
Because adequate w eather d ata is 
not available, no estim ate is m ade of 
the tim e likely to be required for the 
flight from G erm any to Tokio. 
It is 
this leg of the journey th a t m ost per­ 
turbs E ckner. 
E ven the m aps are in­ 
accurate. 
E astw ard from Japan, E ckner will 
fly to the A leutian Island chain, an 
interrupted prolongation of 
Alaska, 
and strike th e A m erican coast near 
Seattle, W ash. 
Los Angeles will be 
the first A m erican stop. 
If all goes well, E ckner expects to 
be back here during the first week of 
Septem ber.

At the age of 69 years B erger fought 
valiantly against the injuries

U ntil last night he was believed to 
be w inning his battle and physicians 
predicted th a t w ithin a few days he 
would be out of danger.

a sudden relapse. 
After a restless night he became un­ 
conscious this morning at 5 o’clock 
H is w ife and two daughters hastened 
to his bedside and did not leave the 
hospital until he died at 1:15 P. M. 
M edical m en were am azed by the 
vitality of the form er socialist con­ 
gressm an. 
They had seen younger 
m en th an B erger die im m ediately w ith 
less serious injuries. 
The streets car which stru ck B erger 
as he w as w alking hom e from his edi­ 
torial office a t the M ilwaukee Leader 
on July 16, threw him to the pave­ 
m ent, fra ctu rin g his skull a t the base 
and breaking several ribs.

GERMAN FOREIGN M INISTER AC­ 
CEPTS PLAN, BUT WANTS THE 
RHINELAND EVACUATED

cam paign for a complete revision of 
the Young plan was assailed by other 
creditor powers at today’s secret ses­ 
sion of the international political and

Antonio Mosconi and Henri Cheron, 
finance ministers of Italy and France, 
ardently defended the Young plan aa 
agreed to in Paris by the conference 
of reparations experts heeded! Illy the 
American, Owen D. Young, and aer 
serted that the plan must be accepted 
as an indivisible whole or not at all. 
Cheron was chosen by the French 
delegation to reply to charges made 
yesterday by Philip Snowden, British 
chancellor of the exchequer, that ths 
Young plan was unfair to Groat Brit­ 
ain.

The Nation’s Business tells how a small investment in civic 
cooperation will, within fifteen years, begin to pay Baltimore busi­ 
ness $48,000,000 annually. 
That figure represents the annual payroll of the new $22,500,- 
000 plant the Western Electric company will build there, opening 
the first unit by the end of this year. 
The plant will employ 30,- 
000 persons who, with their families, will increase the city’s popu 
lation some 75,000. 
To this figure must he added another 75,000 accessory popula­ 
tion, of whom 35,000 will he gainfully employed catering to the 
families of the Western Electric group and to the needs of each 
other. 
Thus a city of 830,000 adds 150,000 to its population and 
$48,000,000 to its potential buying power by practical use of a too] 
that many regard as useful only in the dreams of idealists and 
the oratory of patriots. 
Forty other cities had a chance at that $48,000,000. 
Some of 
them offered desirable factory sites and an exciting environment 
of petty political squabbles, selfish private enterprise or municipal 
experiments. 
These did not appeal to the Western Electric as 
municipal selling arguments. 
Baltimore had, in the beginning, little to offer hut coopera­ 
tion. 
There was no satisfactory site. 
Cooperation provided one. 
The site finally selected did not have suitable utility service, 
streets, or transportation facilities. 
Cooperation adjusted these 
difficulties. 
It may be seen from this that cooperation is an effective tool 
when properly used. 
The story of Western Electric’s factory 
shows how it works in hands that are willing lo take it up—and, 
equally important, how futile it may he if allowed to rust.

Broken glass, reclaimed by the carload, brings $0 a ton at tho glass 
factory. 
Other cities, seeing what Washington has done, are following 
suit. 
They are picking up profits out of what has been nothing 
hut waste. 
Rag picking and trash collecting are now classed 
among the big businesses of America.
